Sullivan bad 
just left the north upraise station with the 
last timber for a stop-set for the south up­ 
raise. When he reached a point about 40 
feet south of the north upraise a slab of 
rock weighing two tons slid upon him from 
the wall of the drift and crushed him be­ 
neath its weight. H e expired in a few sec­ 
onds after being extricated. 
A short time before the fatal accident 
another miner, named Thomas Sullivan, 
was taken to the surface on account of be­ 
ing slightly injured by a cave in the same 
drift. The drift where the cave occurred 
connects the north and south upraises at a 
hight of 115 feet above the 700-foot level 
track door, and was run to strip the ore 
preparatory to sloping, and for ventilating 
purposes, and is wbat is termed a working 
drilt, aud it is not the custom to timber 
such passages as closely as the main drifts 
in a mine. 
Less than an hour before Suilivan was 
killed Colonel R. N. Graves and W. Price, 
the laiter foreman of the Hale & Norcross, 
passed through the drift v.here the fatal 
accident occurred. Forem an Pendergast 
had also passed through a short time pre­ 
vious to the accident, but saw no signs of 
the ground sliding. 
Sullivan was about 50 years of age, and 
had been employed in the mine about four 
i’.ionlh3.

W a s h in g t o n , March 27th.—The 8enate, 
on motion of Hoar, accepted an invitation 
to attend the fuuerai 
rvices over the re­ 
mains of Chief Justice W aite in the hall of ! 
the House to-morrow. 
Blair renewed the motion for reference 
of his bili to discriminate in favor of Con­ 
federate soldiers and sailors, iu appointing 
lo a civil office any persons who had been 
disloyal. 
Edmunds made an argument against the 
second reading of Blair’s bill, ami then the 
Senate resumed consideration of the House 
bill for the purchase of United States bonds 
by the Secretary of the Treasury, the ques­ 
tion being on the amendm ent offered yes­ 
terday by Stewart. 
Teller addressed the Senate, applying 
him self first to the task of refuting the 
statem ent that the depreciation of silver 
was due to its over-production. 
He denied 
that s lver had fallen. 
He knew it would 
not now buy as much gold as it would buy 
in 1873, but it would buy more wheat, 
more corn, land aud manufactured goods 
than it would buy then 
It was not be­ 
cause of over-production that there was a 
divergence between silver and gold, but it 
was 
because 
of the demonitization of 
silver, and of that alone. 
He disclaimed, 
both for himself and his State, any special 
interest in the silver question. 
He should 
have held the same views living in Con­ 
necticut as he held living in Colorado. 
On motion of Sherman a committee of 
five Senators to attend the funeral of the 
late Chief Justice W aite at Toledo was 
ordered, and Senators, Sherman, Allison, 
EvarLs, George and Gray were appointed.

Tweed cited the decision 
of the Supreme Court to the effect that the 
Government has no right as a creditor 
until the company’s debt becomes due, 
and that the only right it had at present 
was the introduction of proper adm inistra­ 
tion of the company’s property. 
This 
meant that it might provide for taking 
twenty-five per cent, of the net receipts of 
the company. 
He did not believe the Court wonld con­ 
sider that it was a reasonable exercise of 
administrative power to disable a company 
from paying its existing obligations with a 
view to making provision for future debt.

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TH E BAILBOAD AND THE GOVERN­ 
MENT. 
Governor Stanford’s second address be­ 
fore the Senate committee on the reports 
of the Pacific Kailway Commission, em­ 
phasizes positions taken by him when he 
first testified, and presents them in new 
and stronger lights. One statement made 
is of special importance and should he 
thoroughly well understood by the people, 
for, as Governor Stanford well says, it 
completely answers ail the vituperation 
and abuse heaped upon the railroad build­ 
ers, and all the insinuations of dishonesty 
against them born of demagogy and an 
envious spirit. It is, simply stated, that 
no obligation placed upon the Central 
Pacific Railroad Compaay, and involving 
a duty by it towards the United States, 
has remained undischarged. There is not 
a line or letter of any contract between the 
company and the Government, express 
or implied, that has been violated or 
avoided by the former. 
It completed the 
road as it contracted, and seven years in 
advance of the calls of the contract, that 
is to say, in 1868 instead of 1876, though it 
involved doubling the cost to accomplish 
this feat. The Government thus saved a 
vast gum in reduced cost of transportation 
of troops and mails for that entire period. 
The contract called upon the company 
to pay 5 per cent, of the net earnings to 
the United States from the date of the 
completion of the road, and this has been 
|>aid over to the last cent. 
It was pro­ 
vided in the contract that the Govern­ 
ment should have the use of the road for 
postal and military purposes, and this has 
never been denied, hindered or interfered 
with, hut the Government has used the 
road precisely as and when it wanted. 
By the Thurman Act the Government 
imjH)sed a fourth and new obligation upon 
the company, and notwithstanding the 
fact that the Act was a direct interference 
with and distortion of the original cove­ 
nant, and a violation of its terms, Gov­ 
ernor Stanford points out that the Central 
Pacific Railroad Company has complied 
with every requirement of it, though 
it has entailed a loss of over $-700,000 
upon the company, by reason of the fail­ 
ure of the investment of the fund created 
by the Thurman Act. Into this fund the 
company has paid $.'*>,186,000, hut as the 
scheme of investment of the fund by the 
Government failed, the loss in interest 
alone is $1,612,966, and, adds Governor 
Stanford, for all practical purposes there 
is actually over $500,000 less in the fund 
at this date than the company paid into it. 
A great deal of bluster has been in­ 
dulged in about the private fortunes of 
the railroad builders, and a charge, in the 
nature of an insinuation, kept to the front 
that they made them out of the road, to 
the detriment of the Government. Gov­ 
ernor Stanford does not hesitate to meet 
these charges, and his reply is emphatic 
and conclusive. Every dollar that the 
company realized from aid rendered it, 
he points out, has been proven to have 
gone into the construction of the road. 
The Government gave the company bonds 
which it was compelled to sell at a heavy 
discount; the proceeds of the sale of its 
first-mortgage bonds, added to the former 
sum, was wholly expended in building the 
road. But the construction of the line 
created or developed values, by developing 
the country and opening fields for industry 
and settlement, that had not been looked 
for 
by even 
the mo6t 
sanguine. 
“It was,” says Senator Stanford, “by 
creating values where no value existed 
before, that the builders of the road gath­ 
ered their fortunes.” 
There is nothing new in these state­ 
ments, however, but it appears to he neces­ 
sary to reiterate them and challenge their 
denial in order to bring the assailants of 
the company to the line of a well-defined 
issue. He who has desired to he intelli­ 
gent upon these subjects has never found 
it difficult to inform himself. They are 
matters of history, and there has never 
been any concealment of them. The indi­ 
cations are that the public view is clearing 
steadily on all the questions relating to the 
position of the transcontinental railroads 
towards the Government, and that public 
judgment.when finally rendered,will l>e free 
from the mists and fogs with which dema­ 
gogy and unnatural prejudices have so 
long beclouded it. It will do justice to 
the railroad corporations, and while de­ 
manding performance by them of every 
duty, will not ignore those undeniable 
equities that soften the rigors of the rela­ 
tion of debtor to creditor. 


WOMEN IN COUNCIL. 
The International Council of Women, 
assembled by the National Woman Suf­ 
frage Association, to celebrate the fortieth 
anniversary of the first Woman’s Rights 
Convention, is now in session at Washing­ 
ton, D. C., and will continue until and in­ 
cluding Monday next. It is discussing 
“ education, philanthropies, temperance, 
industries, professions, legal conditions, 
social purity, political conditions and re­ 
ligion.” That is precisely the trouble 
with women reformers—they undertake 
too much ; they are net content to work 
reform by detail, but are satisfied with 
nothing but a clean sweep, and all at once. 
As a result, they overload their capacity 
and weary the public with their diffuse­ 
ness. 
But the Council at Washington must be 
one of profound interest and excite great 
•uriositv. It would be a treat, for just 
once, to hear Pundita Ramabai Sarasvati 
read the paper on “ The Women of India;” 
to hear Mrs. Cooper, of .San Francisco, on 
“ The Kindergarten in its Development of 
Faculty,” while it would be like a looking 
back into the former era of reform to see 
Elizabeth Cady Stanton on the rostrum 
and hear her tell the story of forty years 
of labor in the forlorn cause of woman suf­ 
frage. We should ex j>ect to be greatly ed­ 
ified and much instructed by the address 
of that remarkably brainy woman, Mav 
W right Sewell, upon “ Higher Education,” 
and even more so to hear that devoted 
hero in the cause of humanity, Clara 
Barton, tell the story of the “ Red Cross 
Society.” Having heard Frances Willard 
on temperance, we can fancy what she will 
say on WOman’s TN,>rk in the Temper­ 
ance Cause.” Probably no more valuable» 
and we are convinced no more scholarly 
address will he made by anv of 
the 
hundred 
and 
odd 
speakers 
than by Mrs. Mary A. Livermore’ 
upon “ Woman’s Industrial Gains During 
the Last Half Century.” No woman in 
the land is better qualified for such a re­ 
view, or more able to deliver it with grace 
and force than Mary Livermore. We 
know but little of Laura C. Holloway, 
but her paper on “Woman iu Journalism" 
ought to be one of novel and historic inter­ 
est, not even to be surpassed, ir. all probabil­ 


ity by the address of Dr. Sarah Ilackett 
Stevenson, on “ Woman in Medicine,” the ! 
last-named lady occupying an enviable 
position in the ranks of Iiealers of the 
day. 
There are other lights in the army of the 
woman’s cause wham it would well repay 
for attendance a week at Washington, to 
see wrestling in debate upon a < ouimon 
rostrum ; such as Prof. Rena A. Michaels, 
the distinguished educator; Julia Ward 
lIowc,a pioneer in organization of woman’s 
work ; Lillie Devereux Blake, whose soul 
is devoted to the removal of woman’s legal 
disabilities; Isabella Beecher Hooker, the 
coted female politician; Lucy Stone. 
Susan B. Anthony, Matilda Joslyn Gage, 
Rev. Antoinette Brown Blackwell, Mary 
Grew, Caroline II. Dali, Julia A. Wilbur, 
Harriet W. Sewall, Amy Post, Elizabeth 
G. Stewart, Mary II. Hallo well, Esther 
Watties, Sarah Anthony Burtis, and a 
host of other pioneers in woman suffrage, 
whose prominence in the work has been 
national these many years, and numbers of 
whom must now be bowed with age, and 
wearing the thin grey locks of an extended 
life. 


I n his letter to the President transmit­ 
ting the new Chinese exclusion treaty, Mr. 
Bayard says: 
From tbis inhibition are excepted any Chi­ 
nese laborer who has a lawful wife, children or 
parent in the United States, or property therein 
of the value of *1,000, or of debts of a like 
am ount due him and pending settlement. The 
consideration of hum anity and justice require 
these exceptions to be made, for no law should 
overlook the ties of family, aud the wages of 
labor are entitled to just protection. Judging 
also by the statistics oí the class in question, 
and ¡rom general experience, such excepted 
cases will be practically few iu number, itifre- 
q’ ent, and easily capable of such regulation as 
will prevent abuse. 
That is precisely the point of difficulty. 
It would be very interesting to learn how 
and by whom Mr. Bayard was induced to 
believe that the cases will be few in which 
the claim to $1,000 worth of property will 
be made. The truth Is, that under the 
treaty a single “sack ” of $1,000 will be 
amply sufficient to secure—by passing it 
around—Issuance of certificates to an in­ 
definite number of Chinese laborers. The 
treaty nowhere requires proof of the 
property possession, hut simply that the 
applicant shall “ file” a list of his prop­ 
erty. But even if the “ regulations ” to be 
provided—which Mr. Bayard says are 
in our hands, and can be so made as to pre­ 
vent abuses—require proofs to be made be­ 
fore Collectors of Ports, there is nothing a 
Chinaman—as we know them in California 
—desires to establish that he ever fails to 
“ prove.” Proof troubles him far less than 
fact. 
T h e New York Herald, in an article on 
business men in political conventions, says 
that it has become the habit to despise pol­ 
itics as something not respectable,and that 
therefore business men are ignorant of the 
workings and history of the great parties. 
It believes that if fifty business men, taken 
at random any day on Wall street, were 
asked the name of their Congressmen; 
when the Morrill tariff bill was passed; on 
what dogma did Breckenridge and Doug­ 
lass divide ; in what Congressional district 
do they vote, and what was the “Albany 
Regency ?” but a few of the fifty 
could give correct answers. That is put­ 
ting it very strongly, hut the essential 
truth that many business men do not in­ 
form themselves upon political questions, 
remains. It is easy to understand, there­ 
fore, why so few business men go to con­ 
ventions or take an active part in the ac­ 
tivities that mold the policy of the Gov­ 
ernment. It may not be literally true in 
New York as the Herald states it, but in 
smaller cities it is altogether too true that 
the majority of business men do not take 
that active interest in political affairs nec­ 
essary for the proper conduct of a govern­ 
ment of the people by the people. The 
commercial interests should be just as 
much awake to political activities as any 
other interests, and in one sense, m ore so 
There is [toril in neglect of political duty 
by any one, and greatest peril to those who 
have most need for well ordered protec­ 
tion of industrial and commercial interests. 
I he Anarchists of Chicago are once 
more at large. The lesson of the Hav- 
rnarket is beging forgotten before the grass 
is green on the graves of those wiio swung 
for the country’s good. The 18th inst, was 
the anniversary of the Paris Commune 
and the rag-tag of socialism, anarchism 
and communism turned out in large num­ 
bers with red flags and marched to a 
chosen spot to hear their favorite orators. 
These speakers were as violent as ever, and 
gave no evidence of having relinquished 
their favorite plan of “ stabbing the law.’> 
Chicago has had such recent schooling in 
practical anarchism, that it is surprising 
her citizens can thus early sit quietly by 
and contemplate the new rally of the ene­ 
mies of law and order without so much as 
entering a protest. 
I f General Badeau was so important an 
aid to General Grant in the preparation oi 
the hero’s memoirs, how did General Grant 
manage to write alone and unaided, as he 
certainly did, papers on the war for the 
Century Magazine, “ every whit ” as good 
and well arranged and written as any chap­ 
ter in the memoirs ? 
A new Democratic organ is to be estab­ 
lished at Chicago, the company backing it 
having incorporated as the Globe Publish­ 
ing Company. It is said to be stocked 
with money and brains. Such a combina­ 
tion may serve to divide the riven Demo­ 
cracy in Chicago still more, and aid Re­ 
publican success accordingly. 


T h e effort of the Cleveland Administra­ 
tion to break down the Bell telephone 
patent having failed, it receives a “ set 
back ” that will tell against it next fall 
It is unlikely that Mr. Garland’s Pan-elec­ 
tric schtme will ever be heard from again.

The colony idea is only beginning to de­ 
velop folly in the central and northern 
parts of the State. The Central Colony, 
near Fresno, was for many years the only 
example of the possibilities ot co-operative 
colonization existing north of the Teha- 
chapi and Santa Ynez Ranges. The success 
of artesian well-boring, the opening of irri­ 
gation ditches, and the completion of res­ 
ervoirs for the storage of water for irriga­ 
tion, have given extraordinary’ vigor to the 
colony idea throughout the central and 
northern counties.—S. F. Bulletin. 
Senator Saulsburv says the Democratic 
party had always maintained that the only 
proper motive for taxation was to provide 
the neoessary revenue for the wants of the 
Government. In making tbis declaration 
of principles the Delaware Senator implies 
that there is or has been a party that advo­ 
cates taxation in excess of the wants of the 
Government. But the real question be­ 
tween parties is as to the wants of Govern­ 
ment. One party would have efficient 
coast defenses, a modern navy, big guus, a 
generous pension-roll, aud would also 
make annual payments on account of the 
public debt. Another party would do 
without these things, and thus he enabled 
to reduce taxation .—S'. F. Call. 
The admission of alkaloids duty-free 
must effectually ruin the borax industry in 
this county, and also above here in Ne­ 
vada. More important still, as a local con­ 
sideration, the life will be knocked out of 
the soda production at the lake—an enter­ 
prise which is just beginning to prove 
itself an undoubted success. Were’ this 
industry permitted to enjoy protection, it 
is only a question of time when it would 
grow to be one of the most important 
mineral industries of the State. Another 
cut—that of $15 per ton on raisins—is an­ 
other matter of prospective importance to 
Inyo: it is of immediate—yes, disastrous 
importance to the leading raisin county in 
this State, perhaps of the world, that is. 
our western neighbor Fresno,—lnvo Regis­ 
ter. 
SACRAMENTO RIVER F L U E P. S. 
R enew ed A ctivity in 
M ining 
O ver 
G rounds o f E arly T im es. 
It may be a surprise to many to learn 
that active steps are being taken to mine 
again on the upper Sacramento in localities 
where the pioneer miners of the State took 
out considerable gold. Within the past tew 
months claims have been taken up for 
fifteen or sixteen miles along the river. 
Many of the creeks, ravines and gulches 
emptying into the river have yielded great 
wealth. Among these may be mentioned 
Middle creek. Rock creek, Jenny creek. 
Gold Run. Wing dams were built in early 
days, and as much of the bed mined as 
could be reached by this method. Al­ 
though the bed was found to be “ spotted," 
fair pay was generally made. Still it hits 
always been recognized that coaid the river 
bed be laid bare for any distance, large 
amounts of gold could be secured. What 
lies in the main stream has been probably 
washed in from Ihe side creeks and ravines. 
Vast deposits of gravel, bowlders, etc., have 
been washed down for ages from sections 
of the country that have yielded their 
millions, so that it is not unlikely that 
large quantities have been washed into the 
the river. 
Recently a company has been formed 
called the Redding Sacramento River 
Placer Company, and they intend to prose­ 
cute work. It is expected that a dam will 
be built by the Shasta Water Company to 
obtain water for irrigation and manufactur­ 
ing purposes, and below this it will then 
be possible to do some mining. A well- 
known gentleman of this city has been in­ 
vestigating this question, and he has inter­ 
viewed men who have worked claims for 
twenty years along the river, and they 
state that it has been found very rich in 
several places. One man has been work­ 
ing by getting up what he could from the 
bottom with a long-handled shovel, taking 
out from 10 to 50 cents at a time on the 
shovel in some places. Wing-dams have 
been built for miles wherever the water 
was shoal enough to do such work in. 
During this gentleman's observations he 
has taken moss from the rocks and found 
gold in it, the moss acting as a blanket in 
catching fine gold. 
A good deal of the ground along the 
sides of the river will be to a great extent 
bare. On the banks near the river in some 
places river men are making from $7 to 
$10 per day to each rocker, or from $3 to $5 
per dav to the hand. One man sunk 80 
teet and found wash gold, and is now going 
to drift the ground. Clear, Middle and 
Itock creeks are still being mined. It is 
probable that quite extended operations 
will be carried on before long where the 
new claims have been takeu up on the 
river.—Mining and Scientifii Press.

200 badges. 
Dr. Tebbets was authorized to engage the 
First Artillery Band to accompany the 
delegation. 
Citizens desiring to accompany the Board 
of Trade delegation will register their 
names for badges at the store of L. L. Lewis 
& Co., or with any other member of the 
Executive Committee. The excursion train 
will leave the depot on Tbursdayat 7 a. m., 
and return the same day. The fair for the 
round trip will be $3 50. Ladies are cor­ 
dially invited. 
All the members of the committee are 
requested to meet at 10 a. m . to-day at the 
Board of Trade rooms. 
The Placerville Observer, in speaking of 
the arrangements at Placerville, says : 
“ The completion of the railroad to this 
city is to be celebrated with due demon­ 
strations of joy and gratitude. Upon re­ 
ceipt of a telegram from Superintendent 
W right, fixing a date, a meeting of the 
Standing Committee was called, and after 
reports of sub-committees heretofore ap­ 
pointed, the meeiing proceeded to raise 
other committees, charged with the special 
duties of providing hall, financial aid, mu­ 
sic, literary exercises and the wherewithal 
to eat, drink and be merry. 
The Committee of Arrangements was en­ 
larged by the appoinment of the following 
assistants, namely: 
Mesdames Curry, 
Crawford, Carpenter, Kirk, Mierson, Blan­ 
chard, Thomas, Marks, Buxton, Jones, 
House, Foster, Ralston, Burnham,W eather- 
wax, James Blair, Fraser, Crippen, Cob- 
lentz, Parlow, Swisler, Stewart, Tindall, 
Pearson and Morris, and Misses Mollie Car­ 
penter, Maggie Kirk, Lizzie and Anna Tin­ 
dall, and Lizzie and Jessie Pearson.

W. R. Ormsby is in receipt from Paris 
of a cablegram stating that Miss Sibyl 
Sanderson—in whom Sacramentaos take 
an especial interest because this is 
the city of her nativity—was entirely re­ 
covered from her recent attack of scarla­ 
tina. and that the telegraphic accounts of 
her being ill from small-pox were without 
foundation. She sang in opera at Amster­ 
dam to a much larger audience than in 
The Hague simply because the opera house 
was larger, and the succeeding night at a 
concert to an audience of 1,700 people. 
The audiences at both The Hague and Am­ 
sterdam were wildly enthusiastic, the men 
standing up and cheering, and upon the re­ 
turn from Amsterdam to The Hague at the 
performance of February 11th, there was 
not standing-room in the house, and the 
enthusiasm was like one of the brilliant 
Patti nights before a San Francisco audi­ 
ence. She was called out before the cur­ 
tain after each act time and again, and one 
song she was compelled to repeat twice and 
positively refused the third. People were 
in tears at the pathetic death-scene of 
“ Manon ” and it was declared to be a su­ 
perb piece of acting. She and Masseret 
were serenaded while at a dinner given by 
the French Embassador, at which were the 
King’s Secretary, Ministers and other nota­ 
bles, and it was the wish of all that she 
might soon return to again sing to them. 
Miss Sanderson's next appearance will 
most likely be in Paris at an early date. 


Stolen Property Found.

The prison 
authorities have borrowed all the extra 
irons Sheriff Drew has on band, and have 
requested him to be on hand with a force 
of deputies to assist in guarding the pris­ 
oners while they are being transferred from 
the cars to the steamboat. They will make 
the journey from here bv water.

Messrs. Strong & Williamson, received 
two carloads of orange trees yesterday from 
Florida, and they are as fine a lot as we 
have seen yet. They are all sold and 
embrace all varieties. Two more carloads 
are expected the latter part of April. They 
are budded on the sour stock, and the 
roots look unusually strong and healthy.

NEARER TO GOD. 
What Road Are You doing to Take to 
Get There? 
The Rev. John Hannon preached again 
last evening to a “ crowded house,” in the 
Seventh-street M. E. Church. The aisles 
were filled with chairs, as was also the 
ante-room, and still many who came late 
were turned away. His novel methods of 
conducting service; his odd comparisons 
of things celestial with those terrestrial; 
his homely and pointed illustrations ; his 
keen wit and local applications ; his strong 
appeal to the sinner to flee from the 
wrath to com e; and his belaboring of the 
weak-kneed Christian ; his superior style 
of telling an anecdote with a serious moral; 
his incomparable manner of telling a pa­ 
thetic story, and his altogether original 
method of campaigning against the devil, 
draws the people nightly to hear him. 
His appeals begin with the opening hymn. 
He makes a sermon out of the words of 
every line ; every stanza is a text to him, 
and he induces every one in the audience, 
both saint and sinner, to join in singing 
the songs of the church. The first song of 
the service was : 
Nearer, my God, to Thee, 
Nearer to T hee! 
E’en though it be a cross 
That raiseth me, 
Still all my song shall be, 
Nearer, my God, to T hee! 
W hat road, brother, are you taking to­ 
night to get nearer to God? A noted turf­ 
man once had a celebrated raee-horse 
which was going for a large purse. His 
horse wou, and as he came under the wire 
a winner the hand struck up, -‘ Nearer, my 
God, to Thee.”

A 
man would not look for flowers in the tule 
marshes, but he would go to your beautifnl 
Capitol grounds. If you desire to get nearer 
to God and gather immortal flowers, 
you must go into the garden of prayer 
and pull up a branch of heaven’s violets 
In Italy has been buiit one of the finest 
hospitals in the world, where all the sani­ 
tary arrangements aie as perfect as human 
ingenuity can invent. To give that hospi­ 
tal pure fresh air they have laid under­ 
ground pipes to the summits of distant 
mountains and closed its windows to the 
foul and disease-ridden atmosphere of the 
city. We should have a pipe of prayer 
running to the mountains of heaven. Your 
private prayers will bring down the re­ 
freshing breezes of heaven. Let us in 
praver to-night come nearer to God, nearer 
to Christ, our Saviour. Let us turn our 
backs upon sin, the love of the world, and 
go out and find Jesus. Let us all pray. 
No battle was ever won, no enemy routed, 
by toe firing of a single cannon, "but it is 
the volleys of minie balls that does the 
execution. Yon must all pray if you 
would enjoy the Kingdom of God. There 
are no dead-beats in heaven. Brayers are 
bank-checks on heaven.

He preached a most excellent sermon

Mr. Hannon goes to San Francisco to­ 
day.

Metropolitan Theater. 
The Metropolitan was filled in every part 
last night. It was such an audience as in 
size and character is but rarely assembled 
in a theater in Sacramento, being more 
largely representative of the intelligence 
and culture of the community than the 
usual theatrical audiences. The people 
were more promptly seated than on any 
occasion that has drafrn a large congrega­ 
tion here for years. If this promptness 
would but become a habit, theater-goers 
would sutler less discomforts during first 
“ acts.” The general arrangements of the 
management for the occasion were excel­ 
lent and well executed. The aisles were 
kept well cleared and less crowding was 
observable about the exits than we have 
seen on many occasions when the enter­ 
tainment was not dramatic and the audi­ 
ences less iu number. The only annoy­ 
ance resulted from the failure to preserve 
quiet in the lobby. There was no fine 
scene of the play in the first three acts that 
was not marred—so far as the sitters in 
back rows were concerned, by tramping, 
talking and the slamming of doors in the 
lobby. A regulation should be posted and 
enforced to prevent similar nuisances 
in the future. Edwin Booth has made 
Shakespeare’s Brutus his own, and the 
character has no stronger or more finished 
interpreter to-day. It affords less oppor­ 
tunity, however, for Booth to manifest his 
greatest powers, since about it all there is a 
sombre and mournful atmosphere. Mr. 
Booth’s Bratus is that of a man who has 
reasoned himself into action that his nature 
abhors, and who in all the subsequent ac­ 
tivities is overburdened with a sense of 
the cruelty of the necessity which 
brought them on. 
He 
is 
in 
a 
constant mental struggle to fortify his judg­ 
ment that in striking down Cmsar he was 
justified by the duty he bore his country. 
The play of his features reflected con­ 
stantly the remorse ot his soul, and yet the 
stern conviction that filled it—that he had 
done his duty. The Brutus of Mr. Booth, 
therefore—masterly portrayal that it is—is 
not such dramatic work as presents him in 
his finest readings or his strongest acting 
parts. The quarrel scene with Cassius was 
by all odds the most finished of all the 
scenes, and showed the strength and art of 
the master actor in bolder relief than any 
other. It was in this scene that the brilli­ 
ant quality of his art 
was most 
manifest. 
Mr. Barrett's Cassius was 
faultless. 
It 
was 
an 
interpretation 
of 
Shakespeare’s 
text 
as 
near to 
perfection as is approached—a realization 
of the ideal Cassius, fiery, great-hearted, 
loving, impetuous, patriotic, yet not moved 
by such high purpose or lofty motive as 
inspired Brutus to make assassination 
heroic. E. J. Buckley as Marc Antony 
certainly deserved the hearty applause he 
received, and the first “ call ” of the even­ 
ing. 
He delivered the oration over 
Ctesar’s body with such spirit and careful 
thought of the true meaning of the lines, 
and with such intensity and depth of feel­ 
ing that the swaying of the mob by his 
eloquence appeared perfectly natural—in­ 
deed inevitable, and his hearers were led 
into that degree of sympathetic enthusi­ 
asm in consequence, that all but accepts 
the mimic show for the moment as reality. 
That he should have failed by action to 
close the last act so tamely was a surprise 
to all. Certainly the opportunity offered 
on the discovery of the body of Brutus for 
such manifestation of surprise and regret 
as would justify the lofty tribute of the 
closing lines of the tragedy, and which he 
read in a perfunctory manner. 
The very few words given to Miss Gale 
by the part of Portia impressed her hearers 
with the conviction that as Desdemona to­ 
day she will give a fine example of dra­ 
matic art. Both Mr. Booth and Mr. Bar­ 
rett were honored with plaudits that sent 
the curtain up twice on two occasions. 
Their reception was cordial, intensely 
sincere and flattering, but there was no 
such ovation of cheers as greeted them at 
the Baldwin Theater in San Francisco last 
week. Sacramento audiences are not less 
appreciative, but less demonstrative even 
towards the greatest of American trage­ 
dians. This afternoon at 2 o’clock Edwin 
Booth will 
probably appear for the last 
time in his life upon the stage in the city 
where he made some of 
his earliest 
efforts and 
achieved his 
first really great 
success. For it is unlikely that Mr. Booth 
will return to this coast again. The play 
to-day will be “ Othello," with Mr. Booth 
as lago, a character offered .by strongest 
contrast to that he assumed last night, and 
in which many hold him to be greater in 
the snbtile quality of hia art. Mr. Barrett 
will personate the Moor, Miss Gale Desde- 
mona. Mr. Rogers Brabantio. Mr. Lane, 
who last night maintained with dignity the 
character of Julius L.-e-ar, will to-day ap­ 
pear as Cassio, with Kendall Weston as 
Roderigo, Miss Gertrude Kellogg, not in 
the cast !a«t night, as Emilia Laurence 
Hanley as Lodovico, I’harles Callins as the 
Duke and Frederic Vroom as Grariano. 
The play is deemed by many critics the 
strongest in which this combination can be 
cast, and there are many reasons for that 
view. It will probably’conimand as full a 
matinee hou-e as has ever been seen here 
f.»r any company at all comparable with 
this one In San Francisco “Othello,’’ it was 
noticed during the three weeks’ engage­ 
ment, drew the largest audiences that gath­ 
ered to see Booth and Barrett, and the 
most enüm-ias ic ones. The box plan, it is 
understood, offers desirable seats. 
The 
general admission to dre.-s circle and par­ 
quet is $2. with reserves $3 while the up- 
ner circle is placed at $1, with reserves at 
$2 50.

SAFFORD’S MURDERER. 
Justice Defeated—Defended by Ruffians 
In Arkansas. 
J. B. Stanton, a Deputy Sheriff of Colusa 
county, and Pallas Love, of the same 
county, returned yesterday from a trip to 
Arkansas, where they identified and tried 
to bring back to California Sim Welling, 
the murderer of I. V. H. Safford. 
It will be remembered that several 
months ago Mr. Safford, who was a clerk 
in the Secretary of State’s office during the 
administration of Secretary Beck, was m ur­ 
dered in cold blood at his house in the 
foothills back of Willows. Mr. Safford’s 
sister was on a visit to her brother, and 
they were sitting in the house engaged in 
conversation, when Sim Welling, a man 
who was working on the ranch for Mr. 
Safford, entered aud shot him dead. The 
assassin made his escape, and for a long 
time no clue was obtained as to his where­ 
abouts. 
A short time ago information was re­ 
ceived from a detective in Arkansas that 
Welling was at work at a place in the 
mountain district of that State. Armed 
with a requisition from the Governor of 
California Stanton proceeded to Arkansas 
and found the man. He answered the 
description perfectly and Stanton thought 
he recognized him, but Welling's voice had 
changed and he was in doubt. He there- 
fote sent for Pallas Love and J. E. Putnam, 
two citizens of Colusa county who knew 
Welling. They proceeded to Arkansas 
aud Mr. I.ove positively identified the man 
as the murderer of Mr. Safford. Mr. Put­ 
nam was somewhat puzzled by the altered 
voice, though he felt almost" certain that 
the man was Welling, though he was hid­ 
ing under the name of Taylor. 
The Governor of Missouri signed the 
extradition papers and the fun commenced. 
Onr Colusa county friends found them­ 
selves in the midst of the tough­ 
est 
set 
of people they ever en­ 
countered. As soon as they arrived 
they were deprived of their weapons, while 
the citizens of the place went around the 
streets with rifles, swearing that Welling 
should not betaken away. It did not ap­ 
pear that he had been there long, or that he 
was a well known citizen, but the inhabi - 
ants seemed to have a general hatred of 
anything thnt looked like the enforcement 
of law, and resented the presence of a 
strange officer accordingly. A writ of 
habeas corpus was issued, and Welling was 
discharged. W hile Stanton was looking 
for another man whom he knew could 
positively identify Welling, the murderer 
made his escape and the Deputy Sheriff 
was compelled to return to California with­ 
out his man. He and Mr. Love returned 
to their homes in Colusa county yesterday. 
Mr. Putnam is still in the East. " 
POLICE COURT. 
The Anderson Gang Before Judge Buck­ 
ley—Minor Cases. 
The only cases of interest on the Police 
Court calendar yesterday morning were 
those of Mrs. Mary Anderson, John Charles 
Gannon and “ Tough” Anderson, charged 
with robbing the Nebraska negro, Wilson, 
of $80 and a watch. Charles T. Jones, 
counsel for the defendants, asked that the 
cases be continued until Saturday, and it 
was so ordered.

Mattie Lemer’s life is at present fuil of 
trouble. A few days since she was mar­ 
ried to J. W. King, and since that time her 
mother has sworn out a complaint charg­ 
ing King with bigamy, and he lias disap­ 
peared. Mrs. Lemer lives on Fifth street, 
between N and O. Yesterday a young 
lady from Yolo passed there, heard Mattie 
screaming and reported the matter to the 
Chief of Police. Soon afterwards Mrs. C. 
L. Orth, of 1115 H street, came to the sta­ 
tion-house with Mattie and asked Chief 
Dillman to protect her from the beatings of 
her mother. The Chief did not wish to. 
lock her op, and requested Mrs. Orth to 
take the girl to her house and keep her 
until something could be done in the case. 
The girl cried bitterly and said that she 
would not go home, as her mother would 
beat her again. She also stated that King 
had been courting her mother before he 
made love to her. Her clothing was badly 
torn and soiled. She went home with 
Mrs. Orth. 
Mrs. Lemer subsequently visited the 
station-house and asked the Chief to have 
the girl sent home, promising that she 
would not abuse the child. Upon this, the 
Chief sent officer Frazee to take the girl 
home. The officer went to Mrs. Orth’s and 
found that the girl had left there at 3 
o’clock, and had not been there since. 
Mrs. Lemer was at the station-house 
again at 10 o’clock last night, asking where 
her daughter was, and was informed that 
officers were hunting for her. She claimed 
that she had done nothing to her daughter 
except to detain her at the house to pre­ 
vent her meeting her husband, a note hav­ 
ing been sent to her by him during the 
morning. She denied having beaten the 
girl at all, and said she only wanted to 
keep her away from King. It looks as 
though the girl had outwitted her mother 
and joined her husband, who has for the 
past two days eluded the Constable who 
has the warrant for his arrest.
